We slept last night iu camp on 
the ancitnt tbreshing-fioor of Naz- 
areth in the midst of the city. 
There were fifty white tents pitch- 
ed in double rows about a hollow 
square, one side of which was clos 
ed by a dining tent with tables 
long enough to accommodi te 131 
tourists. Our neat and comfort- 
able tents were lined with Oriental 
figures of red and white, and (urn 
islied with iron bedsteads, tables, 
chairs, bowls, water pitchers, can- 
dles, etc., and on the center-poles 
were hooks lor clothing. . 

Attached to our camp were 194 
horses, 188 mules, 38 donkeys, '.10 
muleteers, 34 waiters and an illus- 
trious body of dragomans and 
guides, who highly appreciated the 
splendor and dignity of their posi- 
tion. Some of them so far shared 
their glery with their horses, as to 
paint their tails and manes in bril- 
liant colors for the occasion.

it shall not be necessary to nliege 
that a vote was taken or an electu n 
held, or any other step relative 
thereto; but it may be simply stat- 
ed thai the act or acts charged were 
miued in a territory where the 
said act was in force; and in said 
indictment it shall be sufficient to 
lesiguate said act as the local op 
tlon law. 

Il shall be unlawful for any 
person to sell, lend, give, procure 
r, or furuish to another, any spi- 
nous, vinous or malt liquors, or 
have in his possession spirituous,

Sinonlar Hscoveiy-Bays ot 
Light Emitted Frcm Human 
Body Visible. 

Rays of light emanating from the 
human body form the interesting 
scientific disct very announced as 
having been made by accident bj 
Prof. Goodepeed of the Rand Mor- 
gan laboratory of physics of the 
University of Pennsylvania. 

Divested of its technical terms 
the di.rovery means that the rays 
of light shed from b living human 
body may have sultlcient intensity 
although invisible to the human 
eye, to produce a picture on a plate 
properly sensitized and in a room 
pitch dark. 

The 'discovery was made while 
X ray photographs were being 

' taken While an iron tripod stand, 
with a ring shaped top as a support 

I for a photographic plate, was beiug 
used, it was observed that the plate 
when exposed to the rays were af- 
fected by the ring below. Puzzled 
at this the operator attempted to 
discover the cause. In so doiDg 
one of his assistants placed his 
hand below the plate. The result 

| was an imperfect radiogram of the 
bones of the human hand, like those 

'obtained fiom the Roentgen rays 
when experimentation in that line 
was at its first stages.
